Figure 3 and 4 depicts the progression of antibody staining after transplantation of 
human mesenchymal stem cells on day 14 and then day 28, respectively. 

Fig. 5 shows the expression of human albumin in rat livers into which human 
mesenchymal stem cells have been transplanted. 

Fig. 6 illustrates the expression of human a fetoprotein in rat livers into which human 
mesenchymal stem cells have been transplanted. 

Finally, Fig. 9 shows hepatic differentiation of human mesenchymal hepatocytes 
(MSCs) into which TERT has been introduced (hepatic differentiation of TERT-introduced 
MSCs). 

The distinct characteristics and results of each of these figures are best depicted in 
color as it enhances the visual contrast, which otherwise might be indistinct.
